Y IMPRESSIONS OF THE FRIE- 
SIAN FARMERS. 
Kditor H.-F, World: 

In compliance with your request 1 
wiil briefly give my impressions of the 
character, and ability of the so-called 
boers or farmers of Friesland,  Al- 
though I spent, on the whole, months 
in this province and was entertained by 
many of its dairymen and breeders, my 
intercourse with them, with two or 
three exceptious, was always through 
an interpreter. Hence wy impressions 
may not always be such as otherwise 
might have been obtained. 

1 think every farmer in this province 
and most of those northward of Am- 
sterdam, in North Holland, trace their 
ancestry to the time when Tacitus 
wrote that the Friesians were a tribe 
of peaceable cattle breeders, who in- 
habited the shores of ‘the North Sea 
between the Rhine and river Ems. They 
were ‘‘peaceable’’ then, and I think 
we may emphasize the fact that Frie- 
sians are peaceable men and women to- 
day. They are almost without excep- 
tion engaged as farmers or as farm 
hands. They are the most conservative 
people I ever met. So far as I was 
able to discover they are all regarded 
as third class men and women, and I 
think they generally insist upon being 
thus regarded. In their conversation 
with each other they rarely use the 
Hollandisch language—the official lan- 
guage of their country—but generally 
speak the old Friesch dialect. This dia- 
lect has quite a number of words com- 
mon to our language. Thus is betrayed 
their cousinship to the English people. 

They are also the most hospitable 
people I ever met. If you visit them, 
although solely on business, they in- 
variably insist on entertaining you. 
You must enter their dwellings; if cold, 
be warmed by their fires. You must 
smoke or drink with them. They are 
always supplied with the noted bev- 
erages of their country—beer and gin, 
said to be of the finest quality, and in 
sone instances with the best of wines. 
The women, so far as I learned, never 
smoke, or drink intoxicants. In place 
of such entertainment they receive cof- 
fee, tea or milk. In many cases a 
supply of cakes of delicious quality are 
passed. My interpreter always had to 
explain that I neither smoked, or drank 
intoxicants, hence it was always my 


good fortune to receive a cup of coffee 
or a glass of milk of the best possible 
quality. Here let me add that I sin- 
cerely believe that these so-called third- 
class women are among the noblest of 
the world. Indeed, I believe that 
through their temperate lives they are 
the conservators of the high moral ‘and 
physical characteristics of the Friesian 
race. 

Again, I believe that these Friesian 
farmers—dairymen and cattle breeders 
are the most honorable class of men 
thiat I ever met in a business capacity. 
So far as I was ever able to discover 
they never misrepresented an animal 
that I purchased of them. They never 
failed of fulfilling a promise. In con- 
versation with them I was sometimes 
put to shame in answer to questions in 
regard to the records of Holstein-Frie- 
sian cattle in America. They scorned 
the reports of some of them. This was, 
of course, before the formation of our 
association and the establishment of 
official testing. But since then I have 
received letters in which one of their 
leaders has severely condemned the use 
of the 80 per cent. factor in estimating 
butter records, and I doubt not this is 
universally condemned by them so far 
as it is known. They estimate that 
good marketable butter can be made 
from the milk of cows of the Friesian 
or Holstein-Friesian breed on the basis 
of 88 to 91 per cent. of fat found in it, 
varying according to richness from the 
highest to lowest percentage. 





Judging from the few breeders with 
which I became quite intimately ace- 
quainted the intellectual abilities of 
these farmers are comparatively high. 
They manage farms, carrying. herds of 
dairy cows ranging in number from ten 
to forty-five head, and pay an annual 
rental on their lands from $10 to $20 
per acre. These lands are of no greater 
fertility than much of the land de- 
voted to dairying in America, They are 
nearer English markets; yet butter and 
cheese are but little, if any, higher in 
such markets than in the markets of 
our larger cities. What elass of Ameri- 
can ‘dairymen are able to secure an 
equal net profit on their holdings? The 
only criticism that I can urge against 
these Friesian farmers is their willng- 
ness to be rated as third elass people, 
if not despised, by those who assume 
to be above them. They should de- 
mand equal standing, gaged according 
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to character and ability, with the other 
two classes—the aristocracy, or first, 
and the business men of the towns and 
cities—the second class. The old feu- 
dal ideas should be abandoned forever.

In her 414-year-old form she 
raised her record to 24.63 lb. butter in 
7 days and 98.33 Ib. in 30 days, and the 
following year reached her present mark 
of over 291% lb. butter in 7 days and 
almost 114 lb. in 30 days. On this 7- 
day record she was awarded first prize 
of the H.-F. Association for the best A. 
R. O. record of the official year 1905- 
1906, and on her 30-day record she won 
third prize money the same year. The 
preceding year she was awarded first 
prize in 30-day test and stood third in 
7-day test in the 414-year class, and the 
year before she was awarded second 
prize in 30-day test and stood third in 
7-day test in the 314-year-old class. She 
is a cow of magnificent proportions, and 
is not only a large producer herself but 
has demonstrated her ability to transmit 
her large producing qualities to her off- 
spring. She, moreover, comes of high 
record backing on both sides, being 
sired by Pietertje Alban De Kol, a half 
brother to Hengerveld De Kol, while her 
dam is Aaggie Grace’s Boy’s Topsy, an 
A, R. O. cow of unusual merit, who is 
the dam of five large record A. R. O.

JOHN M. HOWARD MAKES A 
BUNCH OF FINE RECORDS. 


A. D. Hoose, a student of Cornel! 
Agricultural College, who had been su- 
perintending a test for Prof. H. H. 
Wing at the farm of John M. Howard, 
Sherburne, N. Y., called at the World 
office and gave us the results of his 
work at Mr. Howard’s, which we pub- 
lish below. When we consider that Mr. 
Howard has only recently commenced 
to make Advanced Registry records the 
showing here presented is exceptionally 
fine. Of the eleven records only three 
were made by mature cows, while two 
were made by heifers less than two 
years old. 

Ladoga De Kol Pauline, 59486, with 
her record of 24.839 lbs. fat, takes her 
place in the first rank among the 30-lb. 
cows of the breed; but fully as re 
markable as this great record is the 
fact that the average of the butter fat 
test for the eleven eows and heifers 


for the seven days is 4.089 per cent. 
It is worthy of mention that one of 


the two-year-old heifers in the list with 
15.741 Ibs. fat is a daughter of the 
30-lb. cow, Ladoga De Kol Pauline.

Fred F. Field, of Montello, Mass., a 
few weeks ago offered to give a bull 
ealf 314 months old to any breeder 
guessing nearest its exact weight. On 
May 1 Mr. Nye received a telegram say- 
ing he had guessed the exact weight of 
the calf—276 Ibs.

The dam of the ealf has an 
A, R. O. record at 2 years of 15.50 Ibs. 
of butter in 7 days. She has two sis- 
ters from the same dam; one made at 3 
years 90 lbs. of milk in one day and 22 
lbs. of butter in 7 days; the other sister 
made an A. R. O. record at 3 years of 
27.51 lbs. of butter in 7 days, the largest 
in the world for her age. Her dam has 
72 A, R. O. sisters; one made 32.24 Ibs. 
of butter in 7 days, another 33 Ibs. in 
7 days. 

This calf is valued at $1,000. Mr. Nye 
will keep this bull to head his young 
herd, and if he does well will put him 
in the show ring. He will take pleasure 
in showing this fine anima! with the rest 
of his herd to any one interested in 
first-class stock.

In the vicinity of the 
tar sands along the Athabasca are also 
extensive deposits of salt, where it can 
be taken from the surface in great 
masses, pure white. Along the bank of 
the lower Mackenzie for many miles are 
great areas of burning coal. When the 
discoverer of the river, Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie, passed down, about 1789, the 
same coal was burning, and it has never 
stopped since.’’

They are made under 
the careful supervision of State Agri- 
eultural Colleges and Experiment Sta- 
tions, and their aceuracy is vouched for 
by them; no private reeords are re- 
ported by the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion, 

During the period from March 26th to 
April 4th, 1908, records for 151 cows
